On the Black-List 


A Senate committee at Washington 
learns that Argentina has made no pro- 
gress at ai] toward changing the ownership 
of German business firms there which 
acted as disseminators of Nazi propaganda 
and influence. The republic was admitted 
to representation at the security confer- 
ence in the expectation that measures 
would be taken to ensure that these con- 
cerns do not act as outposts of those in 
the Reich who hope to organize a World 
War III. 

No action has vet been started to that 
end, though in other South American 
states such agencies of economic penetra- 
tion are having to change ownership or go 
out of business. The Security Council may 
have something to say on the subject 
when it gets into action. But other pres- 
sure can and should also be applied. 

For months after the United States 
came into the war the Canada Gazette in 
every issue printed long lists of names of 
commercial firms in the Latin republics 
with whom Canadians were forbidden to 
trade. Most of these firms were located in 
Argentina. These concerns were also black- 
listed in the other United Nations, or in 
most of them.

Answer: The Soldiers’ Relief Act 
G@tates in part: 


Land which is the home property | 


of a soldier together with all build- 
ings and improvements thereon 
shall be exempt from assessment 


and taxation by any municipality | 


in which the soldier became a sol- 
dier and thereafter until he ceases 
to be a soldier, providing such land 
was owned by a soldier or his wife 
six months prior to the date of the 
soldier becoming a soldier or as at 
the first day of September, 1939. In 
addition arrears in taxes will not 
be collected during the time the 
soldier is a soldier. 

As you do not make clear your 
status of ownership at the time of 
your enlistment we would advise 
you to forward full particulars of 
this together with pertinent data 
concerning payments on the land 
and date of obtaining title, to
